Defense Asks Jurors If 
‘Other Person in Suicide 
Pact Should Be Dead?’ 


NEW YORK, May 23.—(UP)— 
Neighbors and schoolmates of 16- 
year-old Donald Carroll came into 
court today with petitions for mer- 


cy for him as the state began its 
effort to send him to the electric 
chair for- killing his schoolgirl 
sweetheart in a “suicide pact” he 
did not have the nerve to finish. 

The slim, white-faced boy sat in 
a chair beside his lawyer, Sydney 
Rosenthal, fiddling nervously with 
a ruby ring—a gift from his dead 
' girl friend—while Prosecutor Jos- 
'eph V. Loscalzo inquired of each 
prospective juror: 

“Would you be willing to con- 
vict this defendant even if it 
‘meant the death penalty?” 

Rosenthal, as he questioned the 
talesman, framed the question in 
a different way. 

“Tf the evidence shows this was 
a suicide pact,” he asked, “do you 
feel that because one person is 
dead, the other person should be 
dead, too?” 

It was a strange contest between 
human sympathy and the law. 
Even the mother and father of 
pretty Charlotte Matthiesen, the 
18-year-old girl Donald _ shot 
through the heart last March 24 
‘because she found she was going 
‘to become a mother and both 
agreed they “ought to die,” sat 
with Donald’s parents “to give 
Donald comfort.”

Real Fight Starts Today

WASHINGTON, May 23.—(UP) 
The administration’s wage-hour 
bill hurdled the first major ob- 
stacle to enactment today when 
the house overwhelmingly voted 
to remove it from a _ hostile rules 
committee pigeonhole to the floor 
where opponents promptly charg- 
ed it would add millions of un- 


employed to swollen relief rolls. 

Voting, 322 to 73, the chamber 
approved a motion by Chairman 
Mary T. Norton, Democrat, New 
Jersey, of the labor committee, to 
discharge the rules committee 
from further consideration of the 
measure which is backed by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s personal prestige. 
She was authorized to introduce 
the motion in a petition signed by 
218 members May 6. 

The roll-call vote showed that 
249 Democrats, 62 Republicans, 
seven Progressives and four Farm- 
er-Laborites supported Mrs. Nor- 
ton’s motion, while 53 Democrats 
and 20 Republicans opposed it. 

First Clash. 

The first clash came when Rep- 
resentative Dies, Democrat, Texas, 
a member of the rules committee 
which had denied the bill right- 
of-way, charged that it was un- 
constitutional and in violation of 
the Democratic platform of 1936 
which pledged co-operation be- 
tween the federal government and 
state governments. 

The chamber was filled and the | 
galleries crowded as Dies opened 
the opposition blast. 

“This bill will pass the house,” 
he roared. “But it will either never 
become a law or it will be stricken 
down by the supreme court.” 

Sharp sectional clashes marked 
the first few hours of debate, with 
southern Democrats and a hand- 
ful of northern Republicans rising 
in opposition to the bill. 

Appeals for Passage. 

Chairman O’Connor, Democrat, 
New York, of the rules commit- 
tee, appealed for passage as a 
“starter” to a satisfactory wage- 
hour program in “backward 
states” He predicted its enact- 
ment would improve working con- 
ditions for 2,000,000 men and 
women and create jobs. 

“You mean it will throw 2,000,- 
000 out of work,” snorted Repre- 
sentative Cox, Democrat, Georgia, 
a fellow rules committee member 
and opposition leader. “And why 
don’t you name these ‘backward 
states?’”

Insurgents Hunt 900 Prisoners 
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Who Escaped in Spectacular Break 


ST. JEAN - PIED - DE - PORT, 
France, May 23,.— (P) — A great 
manhunt was under way tonight 
behind the lines of Insurgent Spain 


for 900 of 1,500 prisoners who es- 
caped from the Insurgent San 
Cristobal prison at Pamplona in a 
spectacular uprising. 

The prisoners made a mass 
break Sunday, frontier sources 
said, killing one prison guard and 
kidnaping another. By Sunday 
night imposing posses of civil 
guards were reported .to have 
rounded up 600 of the fugitives. 

(Earlier reports from the Insur- 

ent command at Irun stated that 
the attempt to escape was futile 
and that the uprising was quelled 
after a fierce battle in which sev- 
eral guards and an undetermined 
number of prisoners were killed.)

An investigation of hazardous 
buildings is to be started at once, 
under the authorization of the res- 
olution calling for an-~ inquiry 
which was introduced in council 
last week by Councilman J. Frank 
Beck.

Bowen and City Attorney Savage 
were named in the paper to con- 
duct the probe. They are to re- 
port on dangerous buildings and 
to make recommendations for any 
needed change in the city building 
code by June 15. 

Alderman Ed A. Gilliam’s ordi- 
nance calls for fire inspectors to 
make monthly reports on the haz- 
ards, if any, of all hotels in the 
city. The fire department is to 
furnish the hotels copies of the 
reports on conditions in their 
buildings and managers are re- 
quired to post these reports where 
they can be seen by guests.

WASHINGTON, May 23.—Con- 
tending that the method used in 
the pending Norton wage-hour 
bill. to boost America’s labor stand- 
ards was of doubtful legality and 
that it is not the measure Presi- 
dent Roosevelt urged upon con- 
gress in his message of last May, 
Representative Ramspeck, of 
Georgia, today asked the house to 
accept his substitute which sets up 
an independent board with power 
to fix wages and hours after full 
hearings. 

Ramspeck, a high - ranking 
member of the house labor com- 
mittee, which drafted the Norton 
bill, told his colleagues that he 
was not contending for an arbi- 
trary differential between the 
north and the south, but that his 
proposal, which he will introduce 
as a substitute for the pending 
bill tomorrow, provides for fixing 
wages through a process of fact- 
finding. . 

Not F. D. R. Measure. 


“T take the position,” he told the 
house, during a 15-minute ad- 
dress, “the Norton bill is not such 
a one as President Roosevelt re- 
quested because in his message to 
us last year he asked for a flexible 
bill. The chief executive said very 
plainly that congress could not 
make wages uniform throughout 
the country in one fell swoop.” 

In arguing against the consti- 
tutionality of the Norton measure, 
he quoted from Robert Jackson, 
solicitor general of the United 
States, Gerald Reilly, solicitor of 
the department of labor, and Ben 
Cohen, power attorney with Sec- 
retary of the Interior Ickes, all 
ardent friends of the New Deal. 

Although the rules committee 
was discharged from further con- 
sideration of the Norton bill by a 
vote of 322 to 73, opponents of the 
measure, particularly those from 
the south, are expected to make 
every effort tomorrow to amend

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THREE VIEWPOINTS 
The North American Newspaper Alliance, 


one of the important news services of the world, 
with its material going not only to newspapers 


in every state in the United States, but to many 
other countries, selected three members of con- 
gress for a symposium on the pending wages 
and hours bill, now before the house. 

Two of these three were Georgians, Repre- 
sentative Robert Ramspeck, chairman of a sub- 
committee that drafted one of the bills, and 
Representative E. E. Cox, a member of the rules 
committee. 

The third was Representative Mary T. Nor- 
ton, of New Jersey, chairman of the house labor 
committee, which favorably reported one Dill. 
The other, drafted by Representative Ram- 
speck’s subcommittee, will probably reach the 
floor by minority report. 

In their articles, which appeared in last 
Sunday’s Constitution, the three took divergent 
views, though the Georgians were both opposed 
to the bill reported by the committee majority. 
Representative Norton, on the other hand, ar- 
gued for this bill. 

Ramspeck based his opposition chiefly upon 
the fact the bill makes no allowances for dif- 
ferent conditions in different sections of the 
country, which is of especial importance to 
the south. Under any system of federal regi- 
mentation by which uniform wages and hours 
are imposed upon the entire nation, the south 
must inevitably suffer. Industry in the south, 
under no definition of economic justice, can 
be expected to pay the same hourly scale of 
wages as industry in the north. Workers in 
this section do not create as much industrial 
wealth per hour, chiefly due to smaller capital 
investment per worker. 

Living conditions in the south are entirely 
different from the north, with its more rigorous 
climate and congested centers of population. 

But Representative Cox probably struck’the 
crux of the situation which has arisen over this 
highly controversial measure when he said: 

“The attempt to create the impression 
throughout the country that all those who love 
their fellow man favor this act, while those 
who oppose it are motivated by greed and a 
desire to see that the poor stay poor, is simply 
a demagogic appeal to prejudice.” 

The Georgia congressman there puts his 
finger upon a species of deliberate misrepre- 
sentation that is all too common among some 
types of officeholders. As a matter of fact, 
the opposition to the wages and hours Dill 
springs, in the main, from a desire to see that 
the workers of the nation do not lose still 
further through the workings of such a mis- 
takenly conceived statute. 

It is inevitable, if that law is voted and if 
its operation, as now provided, is placed in the 
hands of Washington officialdom, that the 
average annual incomes of workers will be still 
further reduced and the ranks of the unem- 
ployed be increased. 

For the law attempts to restrict and to pe- 
nalize industry which, in its final analysis, 


means only adding new burdens to the already ' 


overladen backs of the workers of the nation. 


GARDEN SCHOOL 

Interest in beautifying the home has de- 
veloped tremendously within the past few years. 
Over 6.200 home owners have become members 
of garden clubs in Georgia. And the member- 
ship continues to grow. No small part of this 
growing interest is to be attributed to the gar- 
den school conducted annually under the spon- 
sorship of the University of Georgia and the 
Garden Club of Georgia. 

The school this year, the third annual ses- 
sion, to be held at Athens June 15-17, will be 
devoted mainly to a study of design and its 
relation to gardening. The first school was 
general in character, the second took up prob- 
lems of landscaping especially as regards floral 
arrangements. Thus the third, quite appropri- 
ately, is to have as its dominating factor the de- 
signing of the small home. Specialists of na- 
tional importance in the various phases of gar- 
dening will appear on the program. 

Previous sessions of the school were excep- 
tionally well attended. Last year there were 
400 registrants from six States. Fifty-seven 
Georgia towns were represented. But as there 
are now 180 garden clubs throughout the state 
it is expected the present session will be more 
widely attended than ever before. Students 


* 


; 
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from other states are urged to attend. Interest 
in gardening is becoming so widespread it is 
hoped to make the school the center of activity 
in the southeast. 

Nothing so adds to the attractiveness of the 
home as a well planned garden—planned in 
relation to the design of the buildings and the 
natural contour of the land. And the more 
attractive gardens there are lining the streets 
and highways the more beautiful the state be- 
comes as a whole. The school presents an un- 
usual opportunity to owners and prospective 
owners of gardens throughout the southeast. 


ESCAPE BY A HAIR 


From all appearances, war in Europe was 
avoided the past week end by little more than 
the proverbial hair, and that only by the firm 
warning issued Hitler by both the French and 
British governments. In most international 
situations it is possible to determine the pattern 
by which the cloth is cut, but in the sudden 
outburst of military activity by Czechoslovakia 
and Germany there is little apparent, except 
that German agitation has created a powder- 
keg situation which will lead to war eventually 
whether or not Hitler desires to fight. Today, 
when the situation has apparently quieted, the 
en new incident might well lead to a rup- 
ure, 

On the other hand there are evidences Hit- 
ler’s plans became known to the Czechoslovak- 
lan government and this alone prevented a 
march into the republic’s territory. Hitler does 
not want to be faced by a prepared foe. He 
might well be compared to the westerner who 
Shot first and asked questions afterward. In 
this day of swift, mechanized troop movements 


Surprise can be an extremely vital element. . 


This is particularly so in the case of Czecho- 
slovakia with its heavily fortified borders. Once 
beyond the border area, a German army would 
find its task easier. 


Fixed fortifications of the type constructed 
today, however, are hard to breach, and the 
Czech army is highly efficient in the use of 
equipment the equal of any possessed by Ger- 
many, with the sole exception of the air force. 
In the latter category Czechoslovakia possesses 
many fleet pursuit planes but few bombing 
Squadrons of the type preponderant in the Nazi 
corps. 

Some believe that Konrad Henlein, the Szech 
Nazi leader, will proclaim autonomy for the 
Sudeten Germans following the local elections 
and at the same time declare the border be- 
tween Germany and Sudeten Czechoslovakia 
abolished. This would lead to resistance on the 
part of the Praha government, intervention 
from Germany and inevitable war. Hitler, how- 
ever, it appears when all elements are taken 
into consideration, will probably continue his 
program of internal and external pressure in 
the hope the Czechs will become hopelessly split 
and conquest without war force will be possible. 


The week end brought out one heartening 
revelation. That is that the British government 
will come to the aid of France and Czecho- 
slovakia in the event of a Nazi invasion of the 
World War-created republic. While avoiding 
definite, official commitment, the actions of the 
British government leave little doubt as to its 
course in event of conflict. 
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FRENCH RESILIENCY 


During the past six months most of the 
political news from France has been burdened 
with the idea the nation was staggering on its 
last financial legs. Perhaps this notion was 
given false emphasis because of inept manage- 
ment of government affairs by politicians with 
the utopian viewpoint. The old tri-color of 
reality was hauled down and in its place the 
so-called popular front banner was unfurled. 
The nation was soon floundering in its own 
uncertainties. And the neighboring totalitar- 
jans were not slow to take advantage of it. 


But, as soon as it became apparent the coun- 
try was in imminent danger of being squeezed 
into oblivion, the people were not long in doing 
what was necessary to again convince the 
world the French, as a nation, are not far from 
the most cohesive people in the world. Eduard 
Daladier was made premier. .He was given the 
power to straighten out the difficulties. And it 
cannot be said he has not done well. 


One of the most outstanding achievements 
was floating a defense loan of $300,000,000 by 
popular subscription. Plans were carefully laid 
to explain the details to the country. A spe- 
cial nation-wide radio broadcast was arranged. 
But when the time arrived to urge the people 
to take up the offering promptly, for the safety 
of the homeland, it was discovered the loan had 
already been oversubscribed many times. So 
the broadcast, instead of being an urgent ap- 
peal for money, or for wedding rings and other 
gold trinkets as in the dictator countries, was 
converted into a simple expression of thanks 
and appreciation. 

It should be remembered the French are a 
resourceful and thrifty people. In per capita 
wealth they rank near the top among nations. 
The danger was the popular front. politicians 
would squander these resources in their efforts 
to create the utopia of which they had dreamed. 
But strong man Daladier, it seems, has re- 
awakened the people to stern realism.

Editorial of the Day 


BIG BUSINESS 
(From the Greenville Piedmont.) 

The President's demand for a broad attack 
upon business monopoly suggests perusal of some 
facts and figures set forth in a recent report to 
the senate judiciary committee by an economic 
adviser of the Federal Trade Commission. 

It seems that nine companies can deliver 80 
per cent of the steel produced in the United States. 
Ten companies write 66 per cent of the life in- 
surance. Two companies make 75 per cent of 
the country’s motor cars. One big concern owns 
80 per cent of the telephone equipment. Two 
companies dominate the locomotive building in- 
dustry, and four companies produce close to 25 
per cent of the bread consumed.

Hence less 
than 7 per cent of the workers are 
classified as common labor and re- 
ceive the prevailing wage for such 
work, while over 93 per cent are 
engaged in skilled or semi-skilled 
work and are paid accordingly. 


And the rate of pay, as well as 
hours of work, show a remark- 
able change in this industry. In 
1890, the average pay per hour 
was 23 cents. In 1937 it was 82 
cents. In 1890 the average work 
week consisted of 67 hours, while 
in 1937 it averaged only 37 hours.

Commenting on the federal in- 
vestigation of the Hague dictator- 
ship in Jersey City, the World- 
Telegram says: “It was essential 
and inevitable that the federal 
government should restrain 
Hague’s high-handed regime, just 
as federal income tax prosecutions 
have handled other big shots who 
were too tough to be dealt with by 
ordinary means.” 

I concede that the conspiracy 
law may apply to the Hague thing 
and to conspiracies by labor unions 
as well. But I claim that Al Ca- 
pone, a big shot too tough to be 
dealt with “by ordinary means,” is 
the victim of a shyster trick on 
the part of the government. The 
government couldn’t prove against 
Capone any of the hundreds of 
sins, from loitering to murder, 
which were popularly attributed to 
him, so he was given 11 years for 
income tax fraud. Then, by way 
of revenge, not mere punishment, 
he was sent to Alcatraz to do it 
the hard way. 

It is recognized that Capone is 
serving this term this way for 
various crimes which were not 
proved nor even formally charged. 
A precedent is thus established by 
which anyone who irritates the 
federal government, and more par- 
ticularly the Department of Jus- 
tice, may be put away and silenced 
and possibly shot dead with a rifle 
under the ley de fuega. WHy not?

We Know? ajcatraz under the 
secrecy imposed by the prison 
commissioner? What is the reason 
for this secrecy in a federal bureau 
not concerned with delicate foreign 
relations or national defense? Sup- 
pose a man is sent to Alcatraz for 
a technical tax violation and then 
one day is shot while trying to 
swim for it. 

Who says he tried to swim for 
it? The guard says so. But how 
do we know he wasn’t pushed into 
the water and shot for riddance? 

I don’t say he was pushed. But 
I do say the Department of Justice 
has had its share of crooks and 
political persecutors, and I sus- 
pect any department = which 
stretches one law to punish a man 
for unprovable violations of other 
laws. 

The Department of Justice was 
hot after Huey Long’s gang for tax 
violations until Huey’s death. 
Huey’s boys might have been sent 
to Alcatraz for political obstreper- 
ousness under the tax law if Huey 
hadn’t been killed and the cases, 
happily, solved by political com- 
promise. 

Nobody on earth can make out 
an honest income tax return, tak- 
ing full advantage of his rights un- 
der the law, and not lay himself 
open to malicious, political charges 
of fraud. The experts of the na- 
tional revenue bureau admit this, 
off the record. The law and the 
rulings are full of dishonest tricks 
and traps, and the .bureau itself 
can and does employ trick con- 
structions and blackjack rulings to 
extort money which isn’t due.

NEW YORK—Passing through 
the south the other day I read a 
dispatch in one of the newspapers

ligious refugees in Europe. The 
United States government has 
namely invited 21- countries to a 
conference to see what can be 
done about providing some per- 
manent shelter for the tens of 
thousands of proscribed, who are 
now living in woeful conditions of 
misery and destitution in the bor- 
derlands of the dictatorships that 
have expelled them. 

In Paris, for instance, there are 
between 80,000 and 100,000 political 
refugees from Germany alone. 
There are nearly two million white 
Russians in France, who fled the 
Bolshevik terror, and about as 
many Italians who escaped at one 
time or another from across the 
Alps since Signor Mussolini be- 
gan dealing with his opponents in 
the well-known authoritarian 
manner. 

It was high time that someone 
had bethought himself of these 
masses of homeless and hounded 
human beings, many of whom be- 
long to the most learned, the most 
eminent, the most authoritative in 
German, Austrian, Italian and 
Russian culture. For there in the 
borderlands they are faced with 
starvation as their ranks are con- 
stantly being swelled by new 
batches of expulsees or fugitives, 
whose properties have been taken 
away and who arrive with noth- 
ing else but their poverty and 
their physical hunger. 

Every decent Christian Ameri- 
can, I dare say, was glad, when 
it was our government which took 
the initiative in inviting the oth- 
er countries to set up a commis- 
sion, first of all to study the whole 
refugee problem. That was a ges- 
ture worthy of the highest tradi- 
tions on which this republic is 
founded. It showed the world once 
more that the statue of liberty 
there at America’s front-door is 
not a mockery or a forgotten sym- 
bol.

“STRANGELY WARMED.” 

Today, 200 years ago, May 24, 
1738, John Wesley made this en- 
try in his diary: 

“In the evening I went very un- 
willingly to a society in Aldersgate 
street, where one was reading Lu- 
ther’s preface to the Epistle to 
the Romans. About a quarter be- 
fore nine, while he was describing 
the change which God works in 
the heart through faith in Christ, 
I felt my heart strangely warmed. 
I felt I did trust in Christ, Christ 
alone, for_salvation, and an assur- 
ance was given me that He had 
taken away my sins, even mine, 
and saved me from the law of sin 
and death.” . 


That brief paragraph relates the 
spiritual awakening of the man 
who was to change the course of a 
nation’s history. ‘No single fig- 
ure has touched so many minds, 
no voice has moved so many 
hearts, as has John Wesley,” wrote 
one of his biographers. Stirring 
two continents by his fervent 
evangelistic preaching, Wesley be- 
came the greatest religious leader 
of the 18th century and one of the 
great spiritual forces in all ages. 
Out of his marvelous ministry 
grew the movement which fruited 
in the great Methodist church. 


Born in Epworth, England, in 
1703, where his father was the rec- 
tor in the local church for 40 
years, John Wesley was the 15th) 
child in a family of 19 children. |

High Court Upholds Right of U.S. 
To Tax Employes of State Agency 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt’s campaign 
for reciprocal taxation of state 
and federal salaries ani bonds was 


given sharp impetus today when 
the supreme court, in two far- 
reaching decisions, broadened the 
federal government’s taxing pow- 
ers 


The decisions, reached by a 
split of the court, affirmed the 
right of the federal government 
to impose income taxes upon em- 
ployes of the Port of New York 
| Authority, a joint instrumentality 
of the states of New York and 
New Jersey, and affirmed the gov- 
ernment’s right to tax admissions 
to football games and other ath- 
letic contests sponsored by state 
universities. 3

Black Upbraids Court. 


Justice Black’ concurred with 
the majority but filed a separate 
opinion upbraiding the court for 
not undertaking a full and broad 
view of the whole question of re- 
ciprocal state and federal taxes, 
asserting that the decisions left 
the status of taxing state em- 
ployes’ salaries in doubt. 

Undersecretary of the Treasury 
Magill hailed the port authority 
ruling as “giving the _ strongest 
kind of support” to Mr.  Roose- 
velt’s campaign. 

“The court has cut through the 
underbrush,” he said. “It has clar- 
ified the problem whether removal 
of tax exemptions might be ac- 
complished through legislation 
rather than through constitutional 
amendment.” 


Ruled ‘Proprietary.’ 

Justice Stone read the majority 
opinion.

HIGH COURT RULES 
ON GEORGIA APPEAL 


Tribunal Passes on Appoint- 
ment of Counsel in Crimi- 
nal Cases.

The supreme court ruled today 
that in criminal cases a defend- 
ant is entitled to the appointment 
of counsel to represent him unless 
he, “competently and intelligently 
waives his constitutional right” to 
such representation.

Johnson is seeking a writ of

The supreme court returned the

The division in the football case 
was 6 to 2. The majority cpinion, 
read by Justice Roberts, held thet 
football and other athletic con- 
tests to. which admissions . are 
charged, constitute business e iter- 
prises. The decision set aside an 
injunction granted Georgia Tech 
and the University of Georgia by 
the fifth circuit court of appeals 
which upheld their contention that 
intercollegiate athletics were an 
essential feature of higher educa- 
tion and therefore of state gov- 
ernment. 

The government conterded the 
admission tax was levied on the 
purchasers of tickets, rather than 
on the university, and that the 
university acted merely as collec- 
tion agent. It also argued that in- 
tercollegiate football is “a gigantic 
commercial activity” rather than 
an essential government function. 

Legal students saw the decisions 
as of transcendant importance in 
narrowing exemptions against 
federal tax levies and believed 
that federal taxing powers have 
been so broadened that general in- 
come taxation of state and federal 
employes might be upheld by the 
court. 

Confusion, Says Black. 


Justice Black found no fault 
with the decision but he said: 

“Surely the constitution contains 
no imperative mandate that pub- 
lic employes—or others—drawing 
equal salaries should be divided 
into taxpaying and non-taxpaying 
groups. Ordinarily such a result is 
discrimination. Uniform taxation 
upon those equally able to bear 
their fair shares of the burdens of 
government is the objective of 
every government.” He said the 
16th (income tax) amendment 
confersefull authority on the fed- 
eral government to “accomplish 
this purpose.” 

“Under this rule,” he said, “the 
tax status of every state employe 
remains uncertain until this court 
passes upon the classification of 
his particular employment. The re- 
sult is confusion. in the field of

CHIANG, INFURIATED 
BY HITLER’S ACTION 


Hurls His Legions Against 
Japanese and Captures 3 
Important Cities. 


By ROBERT BELLAIRE. 

SHANGHAI, (Tuesday) May 24. 
(UP)—Infuriated by the action of 
Adolf Hitler in withdrawing all 
German advisers to the Chinese 
army and cutting off German mu- 
nitions to’ China; Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek today. threw his 
personal divisions into a series ‘of 
smashing counter offensives 
against the Japanese which at 
dawn had resulted in the recapture 


dozen villages by the Chinese. 

A spokesman for the generalis- 
simo in Hankow, confirming with- 
drawal of all Germanys support 
for China, said that Chiang’s own 
troops were in 4 series of counter- 
attacks in the Suchow-Fu area 
which had resulted in recapture of 
Lan-Feng, Yi-Feng and Tangshan 
—all key cities in the fortified 
Lung-hai railway line defending 
Hankow, the provisional Chinese 
national capital. 

The spokesman said withdrawal 
of the German military. advisers, 
headed by General Alexander Von 
Falkenhausen, a World War vet- 
eran, was “unfortunate” but would 
not influence Chinese resistance. 

He refused to reveal the amount 
of munitions China has been re- 
eiving from Germany, wiiich was 
known to have been considerable, 
and said this was not important 
since “‘we simply will buy now 
from other countries.”

L. E. Sullivan Declares an Average of 21 Persons a Week 
Are Killed by Cars in Georgia; He Asks Public To 
Co-operate To Save Lives. 


The automobile is one of the 
greatest civilizing forces in the 
world, but in the hands of reck- 
less drivers it becomes as deadly 
as a modern army, L. E. Sullivan, 
director of safety education of the 
Georgia ._ department of public 
safety, told members of the Lions 
Club ‘yesterday. 

To show safety programs must 
be made effective before the au-'| 
tomobile will become truly an aid | 
to society, Sullivan produced these | 
facts: 

“In a decade, 420,743 ‘persons 
have. been killed in or by auto- 
mobiles in the United States, more 
fatalities than in all wars from 
George Washington’s time to the 
present day. 

“From 1933, when the state of 
Georgia created the department of 
public safety, through 1937, an 


average of 21 persons a week have 
been killed. Georgia is thus in 
the category of a few safety back- 
ward states which represent the 


highest automobile death rate in 
the Union. 
“The Georgia department of 
public safety, has been built on an 
efficient basis and is doing re- 
markable work, but its efforts are 
largely wasted from lack of in- 
telligent co-operation on the part 
of drivers of automobiles.”

Therefore, 
I am glad again to send my hearty 
greetings and congratulations to 
those who are sponsoring and par- 
ticipating in this joint observance.

FOR COUNTY SEEN 


Budget Estimate Indicates 
One-Half Mill Increase or 
Assessment Hike. 


Increased disbursements and 
loss of $321,000 in revenue for 
the coming year will necessitate 
a two and one-half mill increase 
in the tax rate or a hike of $70,- 
850,000 in assessments, according 
to a tentative budget submitted 
to the Fulton county commission 
yesterday by County Auditor 
James L. Respess. 

Commissioners, after studying 
the tentative finance _ sheet, 
scheduled a meeting for Monday 


with the advisory committee of 
18 businessmen and _ bankers, 
headed by Ryburn G. Clay, At- 
lanta banker. 

Respess’ examination of Ful- 
ton’s financial situation revealed 
the county will lose $321,000 in 
revenue from homestead and per- 
sonalty tax exemptions. The ten- 
tative sheet also provided for ap- 
proximately $320,000 increase in 
disbursements for equipment and 
materials for sewer and WPA 
projects in the county. 

Total revenue for 1938, figured 
on the increase from 10 to 12 1-2 
mills in the tax rate, was estimat- 
ed at $5,021,872 while total dis- 
busements were estimated at $4,- 
947,399. 

Cut By New Law. 

The county’s revenue from in- 
tangible tax returns is expected 
to remain the same this year al- 
though the new state law cuts the 
county’s receipt of $10 per $1,000 
valuation to $1 per $1,000 valua- 
tion, Respess said. 

Returns of $150,000,000 on in- 
tangible valuations are expected 
this year, as compared with $15,- 
000,000 last year, the increase giv- 
ing the same amount of revenue 
—$150,000—for 1938, Respess said. 

The final draft of the budget 
will be completed when the tax 
digest is compiled early in Au- 


gust.. 
Compiled By State. 

The tentative sheet estimates a 
total tax digest of $239,500,000 for 
real estate and personalty taxes. 
This is exclusive of $32,000,000 for 
public service digest and $150,000,- 
000 for the intangible digest, both 
of which are compiled by the 
state. 

The tax digest for real estate, 
personalty and intangible valua- 
tions last year was $267,705,475. 

Commissioners agreed to main- 
tain Community Chest and relief 
appropriations on the same basis 
of last year’s payments for the 
first five months of this year.

“The good life” definitely is in 
danger in Scandinavia. 

CAN NAVIGATE 
SQUALLS OF PEACE 

They can navigate the squalls 
of peace. They came through the 
currency manipulations by Eng- 
land, America, Italy and Germany 
without real damage. They are 
tied up with both England and 
Germany in trade and there is 
real danger in the financial policy 
of both nations. Germany has a 
“controlled” currency. England 
has gone off the gold standard. 

They cannot navigate the squalls 
of war. If ever there was an il- 
lustration, a. most vivid one, too, 
of what war can do before it be- 
gins, one has but to look at Scan- 
dinavia today. Here arejsmall na- 
tions. They must, in a manner of 
speaking, go along with the world. 
They cannot be isolationists. They 
must have a day-to-day trade. 
And so, today one may see “the 
good life” in the balance in nations 
where nothing else is desired. 

They believed in the League of 
Nations. It was a failure and 
hypocrisy and when that part of 
the story is told it will not be 
pleasant. Yet Scandinavia was sin- 
cere in support of the League. 
Today they are back at the pain- 
ful business of walking on eggs. 

In Norway, a newspaper pub- 
lisher walked over to the large 
map on the wall. 

“Took,” he said, pointing with 
one of those heavy black lead pen- 
cils which newspapermen like. 
RUSSIAN FLIERS MAP 
NORWAY’S TERRITORY 

“Look,” he said, pointing at his 
narrow countfy reaching far into 
“See that strip up near 
Finland? Look at our town of 
Narvik and the Swedish town. of 
Lulea. There is a railroad. The 
Russians have planes flying over 
there every week. They have 
mapped that whole territory. They 
would seize it in war. No one 
asks us about flying over our ter- 
ritory. They just fly.” 

Norway tried to come _ under 
English protection in the last war. 
Norway fears Russia. Norway, 
striving to establish a social se- 
curity program equal to Sweden’s, 
reluctantly begins to appropriate 
money for planes and for a larger 
army and for anti-aircraft guns. 

In Swe@en they are seeking to 
find enough money to solve their 
smaller problems. Sweden is 
booming. Sweden is in the best 
financial condition of any coun- 
try in the world. And the Swedes 
will fight. They, too, are spend- 
ing extra money on a larger army, 
more planes and more submarines. 
They would prefer to use that 
money for social uses but they 
look at the skies, sigh and spend 
it on arms. 

In Sweden, too, I looked .at 
maps with some of the officials of 
the government and with newspa- 
permen. 

SWEDISH MINES KEPT 
GERMAN WORKERS GOING 

In north Sweden are the rich 
iron mines. They kept German 
guns and shells and planes coming 
from the Krupp works and from 
other plants during the World 
War. Without those mines Ger- 
many would not have lasted more 
than two years. There are Nor- 
wegian iron mines up there, too, 
and Finnish nickel mines near the 
same place. 

The next war will be fought in 
the air. True enough, the man 
with the gun will be the deciding 
factor. He must be there with 
a gun to hold the land. But Spain 
has proved what planes. will: do. 
Planes won’t destroy a city, but 
planes will clear the way for in- 
fantry and tanks. Neither Sweden 
nor Denmark expects to be left’ 
neutral in the next war. Finland 
has a chance. So has Norway. But 
those nations expect to be pulled 
in or to have part of their terri- 
tory seized. 

“Gottland is sure to go,” said a 
Swede. “We'll fight. 
able to give Germany enough trou- 
ble to keep her out until someone 
gg can do something. But I doubt 
it. 

“Look at the islands of Osel and 
Dago just off Estonia. Germany 
has been very active there. 
may step from them to Sweden 
and Finland. 

DENMARK DESTINED 
TO BE NAZI FARM? 

“You know that Germany can 
entirely occupy Denmark within 
48 hours. By that I mean she can 
have ships in every port and men 
at every strategic point. If Ger- 
many wins the next war you will 
see Sweden’s Skane and all of 
Denmark become a German farm. 
They will, indeed, take them over 
when the war begins. There will 
be none of the dealings which 
featured the last one. England 
feels she was in error. Soedoes 
Germany. They will take the Swe-

which it is hoped will keep it out 
of war. A common policy is great- 
ly desired. 

Russia would want to halt Swe- 
den’s iron supply if she did not 
want to take them over. Just as 
neutral Sweden sold enough iron 
to Germany to keep her going two 
more years in the last war, so is 
Sweden today selling much iron to 
Germany. 

Forty and 50 boatloads of ore a 
week go to German plants as the 
rearmament program continues at 
full speed. Russia—and indeed 
England—would not permit this to 
continue if they could prevent it. 
LOW-GRADE ORES 
BOUGHT BY GERMANS 

Germany was, and is, taking 
every opportunity to get metal. 
There was a low-grade ore in 


Denmark.

In all the Scandinavian coun- 
tries there are Nazi propaganda 
offices. They work tirelessly. In 
Denmark they try to keep the 
southern tip, that once belonged 
to Germany, stirred up. They are 
fairly successful. The Nazis pa- 
rade and demonstrate. Denmark, 
fearing Germany, does nothing. 
It is probably best. The Nazis 
thrive on alleged persecutions. 
Denmark supplies none. 

In Denmark, the newspapermen 
and some of the state officials 
raged at Denmark’s lack of “moral 
courage.” One of the Danish dip- 
lomats said to me: “We are 
rotten. We have no _ courage. 
We cant’ have any. To have 
courage is to die. Yet _ that 
may be the best out. How long 
can we keep going, walking on 
eggs, looking to the English and 
German opinion before we heed 
our own?” 

And so it goes. Even Denmark 
is, after feeling out opinion, buy- 
ing war supplies. Denmark’s sup- 
plies mostly are food. There is 2 
small increase in the army and in 
the air force. None compares with 
the armed increases in Sweden or 
Norway. 

It is one of the real tragedies 
of modern times that nations 
which present so fine a picture of 
law and order and such progress 
in civilization should be drawn 
under the shadow of war. 


PASSIONATE DEVOTION 
TO FREEDOM EXISTS 


A really passionate devotion td 
freedom exists in the Scandina- 
vian countries. They have re- 
tained the capitalistic form of 
business in their so-caled social- 
istic states. True, it is a con- 
trolled capitalism. 
as does a really fine patriotism 
and a devotion to the best ideals 
of democracy. 

Now there are shadows in the 
skies. Two ideological govern- 
ments near them threaten to en- 
gulf Scandinavians in a disaster 
which would mean the loss of all 
they have obtained.

THE TEETH IN THE ‘TEENS. 

From investigations carried out 
over a long period among repre- 
sentative sections of the whole 
population of the Medical Research 
Council in England has recently 
reported that the need for vitamin 
D is greater during the early 
‘teens than it is during infancy. 


From the age of 10 years up to 
the age of 18 years the calcium 
requirement is greater than at any 
other time of life. The vitamin D 
requirement of course varies with 
the calcium requirement, for vita- 
min D is essential for the absorp- 
tion of calcium from the alimen- 
tary tract and for its utilization 
and retention in the body—in the 
bones, teeth, muscles, nerves, 
blood, glands, every tissue of the 
body. 

It will take five to ten years for 
this important new knowledge to

| Decline in U. S. Business Indexes 


Fails To Depress Stock Market 


Hughes Says Trade Reports 
Do Not Show Basis for 
Optimism.

NEW YORK, May 23.—Basis for 
optimism in the stock market was 
not to be found in the trade re- 
ports at the beginning of the week. 

The Iron & Steel Instiute esti- 
mated the rate of steel plant op- 
erations at 29. per cent, off 1.7 
points. This is the lowest since 
January 24 and tends toeconfirm 
the opinion expressed'‘in the steel 
-trade that no upturn is yet in 
‘sight. Improvement is not*éxpect- 
ed now until July at the earliest. 

The business’ indexes were ei- 
ther unchanged or-lower;. Bar- 
ron’s was down to a new reces- 
sion low at 53.4 per cent of nor- 
mal. The Federal Reserve ‘report 
of department store sales for the 
week ending May 14.showed a 
drop of 16 per cent from the same 
week a year ago. More recent pri- 
vate estimatas’ from various large 
cities were of the same disappoint- 
ing character. 


Little is to be ant cndiiiintos in the 
way of relief for the railroads. 
However, the failure of the pro- 
posed legislation authorizing gov- 
ernment loans for the purpose of 
replenishing equipment would not 
be such a blow. The railroads are 
not anxious to sink further into 
debt if it means that they must 
abandon their application for a 
reduction in labor costs. 


There was no improvement in 
commodities. July wheat broke 
through the 75-cent level and the 
Dow-Jones index of:futures and 
the Moody Spot Index both made 
new lows. Cocoa and Sugar prices 
established new low marks. 

The news from abroad was more 
hopeful, but the foreign exchanges 
registered concern. 

The London stock market con- 
tinued to sag, and the railroad is- 
sues went into new low ground 
for the major bear movement. 

Against this uninspiring back- 
ground, further declines in our 
own stock market would: not have 
been surprising. However, the 
market did not decline, but hard- 
ened perceptibly, although again 
on abnormally low volume. The 
feature continues to be the absence 
of liquidating pressure. Mean- 
while, the short interest has risen 
to the highest in over a year. Tech- 


the standpoint of the trade out- 
look, it is weak. 

Skepticism continues to be ex- 
pressed as to the prospect for a 
genuine residential building reviv- 
al, notwithstanding all the govern- 
ment’s efforts to bring it about. 
The basis for the doubt is partly 
the statistics themselves and part- 
ly the fact that rents remain at 
comparatively low levels. 

It is argued that the incentive 
to buy and build is lacking when 
homes can be leased at such reas- 
onable prices, other costs of living 
considered.

Louis last week were up substan- 
tially, compared with a week be- 
fore, and slightly, compared with 
the same week a year ago, while 
from Detroit comes the word that 
permit valuations held steady at 
about a million dollars for the 
fourth consecutive week.

US, SOUGHT HALT 
TO DODGE PENSIONS 


Opposition to 100 in Grand 
Jury Testimony. 


: EASTMAN, Ga., May 23.—()— 
State Welfare Director Lamar 
Murdaugh said he told the grand 
jury here today that prior to sus- 
pension of 168 old-age pensioners 
in Dodge county in April federal 
auditors had made exceptions to 
awards to 2,000 beneficiaries in the 


state and 100 in Dodge county. 
Murdaugh appeared before the 
grand jury in its investigation of 
the Dodge county welfare admin- 
istration. Other witnesses were 
Miss Alvaretta Keenan, district 
supervisor, and Franklin Scarbor- 
ough, state statistician. 

The welfare director said most 
of the suspensions were ordered 
in Dodge county upon recommen- 
dation of Miss Keenan because of 
insufficient information in regard 
to individual beneficiaries or in- 
complete case budgéts and histo- 
ries, 

He added investigation of pen- 
sioners suspended was being made 
as rapidly as possible and those 
eligible were being returned to 
the rolls. It was reported 50 of 
those suspended were restored at 
a meeting of the county welfare 
board last Friday. 

Solicitor General M. H. Boyer 
said the grand jury investigation 
was the result of an “independent 
inquiry set up by the grand jurors 
themselves and the matter has not 
been brought to my attention.”
